JVIarked Differences Between Treatment
of Louisiana Purchase and

Roman Methods

ST LOUIS May 1 At the dedication
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in
St Louis yesterday President Roose-
velt and exPresident Cleveland were tho
principal speakers President Roosevelt
said

We have met here today to commem
orate the hundredth anniversary of the
event which more than any other after
the foundation of tho Government and
always excepting its preservation de-

termined the character of our national
life determined that we should be a
great expanding nation instead of rela
tively a small and stationary one

Of course it was not with the Louis
iana Purchase that our career of expan-
sion began In tho middlo of the Rev-

olutionary war the Illinois region In
cluding the present States of Illinois and
Indiana was added to our domain by
force of as a sequel to the adven-
turous expedition of George Rogers
Clarke and his frontier riflemen Later
the treaties of Jay and Pinckney materi-
ally extended our real boundaries to the
west But none of these events was ot
so striking a character as to fire the
popular imagination

Claims Made Good

The old thirteen colonies had always
laimed that their rights stretched west
vml to the Mississippi and vague and
unreal though these claims were until
made good by conquest settlement and
diplomacy they still served to give the
impression that the earliest westward
movements of our people were little
moe than the filling in of alreadyex
53fc VB national boundaries

there could be no illusion about
fno Acquisition of the vast territory be
yond the Mississippi stretching west
ward to the Pacific which in that day
was known as Louisiana

region was admittedly the terri-
tory of a foreign power of a European
kingdom None of our people had ever
laid claim to a foot it Its

could In no sense be treated as
rounding out any When
ve acquired it we made evident once
for all that consciously and of set pur-
pose we had embarked on a career of
expansion that we had taken our place
among those daring and hardy nations
who risk much with the hope and desire
of winning high position among the
great powers of the earth As is so
oftpn the case in 5e l2wof
development of a living organism show-
ed itself in fapklngs to be
wiser than the wisdom of the wisest

Expansion Before Civil War
This work of expansion was by far

the greatest work of our people during
the years that intervened between the
adoption of the Constitution and the
outbreak of the civil war There were

questions of real moment and im
rtance and there were many which

ftt the time seemed such to those en
gaged in answering them but the great
tat feat of our forefathers of those gen-

erations was the deed of the men who
with pack train or wagon train on
horseback on foot or by boat upon the
waters pushed the frontier ever

across the continent
Never before had the world seen the

kind of national expansion which gave
our people all that part of the American
continent lying west of the thirteen
original States the greatest landmark-
In which was the Louisiana Purchase
Our triumph in this process of expan
sion was indissolubly pound up with the
success of our peculiar kind of federal
government and this success has been
so complete that because of its very
completeness now oomctimes fail to
appreciate not only the allimportance
but the tremendous difficulty of the
problem with which our nation was
originally faced

When our forefathers Joined to call
into being this nation they undertook a
task for which there was but little en
couraging precedent The development
of civilization from the earliest period
seemed to the truth or two propo-
sitions In the first place it had always
proved exceedingly difficult to secure
both freedom and strength in any gov-

ernment and in the second place It
had always proved wellnigh impossible-
for a nation to expand without either
breaking up or becoming a centralized
tyranny

With the succees of our efforts to
combine a strong and efficient national
union able to put down disorder at
home and to maintain our honor and in
terest abroad I have not now to deal
This success was signal and allimpor
tant but it was by no means unprece-
dented in the same sense that our type
of expansion was unprecedented The
history ot Rome and of Greece illus-
trates very well the two types of expan
sion which had taken place in ancient
time and which bad been universally
accepted as the only possible types up
to the period when as a nation we our-
selves began to take possession of this
continent The Grecian states performed
remarkable teats of colonization but
each colony as soon as created became
entirely Independent o the mother state
and in after years was almost as apt
to prove its enemy as its friend Local
selfgovernment local independence-
was secured but only by the absolute
sacrifice of anything resembling national
unity

Jn consequence tho Greek world for
all Its wonderful brilliancy and the ex-
traordinary artistic literary and philo-
sophical development which has math
yll mankind its debtors for tho ages
Vas yet wholly unable to withstand a
formidable foreign foe save spasmodl
tnUy As soon as powerful permanent
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empires arose on its outskirts the
Greek states in the neighborhood of
such empires fell under their sway Na-
tional power and greatness were com-
pletely sacrificed to local liberty

With Rome the exact opposite occur-
red The imperial City rose to absolute
dominion over all the peoples of Italy
and then expanded her rule over the
entire civilized a process which
kept the nation strong and united but
gavo no room whatever for local liberty
and selfgovernment All other cities
and countries were subject to Rome In-
consequence this great and masterful

of warriors rulers roadbuilders
and administrators stamped their indeli-
ble impress upon all the after life of
our race and yet let an overcentrali
zation eat out the vitals of their empire
until it became an empty shell so that
when the barbarians came they destroy-
ed only what had already become worth-
less to the world

Opposition in Early Days
The underlying viciousness of each

type of expansion was plain enough
and the remedy now seems sim-
ple enough But when the fathers
of the Republic first formulated-
the Constitution under which we live
this remedy was untried and no one
could foretell how it would work They
themselves began the experiment almost
immediately by adding new States to
the original thirteen v V

Excellent people in the East viewed
this Initial expansion of the country
with great alarm Exactly as during
the Colonial period many good people-
In the mother country thought it highly
important that settlers should be kept
out of the Ohio Valley in the interest-
of the fur companies so after we had
become a nation many good people-
on the Atlantic Coast felt grave appre-
hension lest they might somehow be
hurtby the westward growth of the na-
tion These good people shook their
heads over the formation of States in
the fertile Ohio Valley which now forms
part of theheart of our nation and they
declared that the destruction of the
Republic had been accomplished when
through the Louisiana Purchase we ac
quired nearly half ot what is now that
same Republics present territory

Nor was their feeling unnatural Only
the adventurous and thefarseeing can
be expected heartily to welcome the
process of expansion for the nation that
expands is a nation which Is entering
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upon a great career and with greatness
there must of necessity come perils
which daunt all save the mot stout-
hearted

Process of State Building

ness into Territories and out of these
Territories building new States when
once they had received as permanent
settlers a sufficient number of our own
people Being a practical nation we
have never tried to force on any section
of our new territory an unsuitable form
of government merely because it was
suitable for another section under

conditions-
Of the territory covered by the Loui-

siana Purchase a portion was given
tautehoou within a few years Another
portion has not been admitted to State
hood although a century has elapsed
although doubtless It soon will be In
each case we showed the practical gov-

ernmental genius of our race by devising
methods suitable to meet the actual ex
isting needs not by insisting upon the
application of some abstract shibboleth-
to all our new possessions alike no mat
ter how incongruous this application
might sometimes be

Over by far the major part of the
territory however our people spread
In such numbers during the course of
the nineteenth century that we were
able to build up State after State each
with exactly the same complete local

in all matters affecting
purely its own domestic interests as in
any of the original thirteen States
each owing the same absolute fealty to
the Union of all the States which each
of the original thirteen States also owes

and finally each having the same pro
portional right to its share in shaping
and directing the common policy of the
Union which is possessed by any other
State whether of the original thirteen-
or not

Wholly Unknown Before
This process now seems to us part

of the natural order of things but it
was wholly unknown until our own peo-
ple devised it It seems to us a mere
matter of course a matter of elementary
right and Justice that in the delibera
tions of the national representative
bodies the representatives of a State
which came into the Union but yester-
day stand on a footing of exact and
entire equality with those of the Com-
monwealths whose sons once signed the
Declaration of Independence But this
way of looking at the matter is purely
modern and in its origin purely Ameri-
can When Washington during his
Presidency saw new States come Into
the Union on a footing of complete
equality with the old every European
nation wbIch had colonies still admin

The process which we began has
since been followed by all the great
peoples who were capable both of ex-

pansion and of selfgovernment and
now the world accepts it as the natural
process as the rule but a century and
a quarter ago it was not merely excep
tional it was unknown

Statesmanship-
This then is the great historic sig-

nificance of the movement of continental
expansion in which the Louisiana Pur-
chase was the most striking single
achievement It stands out in marked
relief even among the feats of a nation
of pioneers a nation whose people have
from the beginning teen picked out ty
u process of natural selection from
among the most enterprising individuals-
of the nations of western Europe The
acquisition of the territory is accredit
to the broad and farsighted statesman
ship of the great statesmen to whom it
was immediately due and above all to
the aggressive and masterful character

GROVER CLEVELAND SEES
PROPHECYS FULFILLMENT

ExPresident Cleveland said in part
Mr President and Ladles and Gen

tlemen The impressiveness of this oc
casion is greatly enhanced by reason of
an atmosphere of prophecys fulfillment
which surrounds it The thought is in
our minds that we are amid aweinspir
ing surroundings where we may ace and
feel things foretold a century ago

We are here In recognition of the
100th anniversary of an evont which
doubled the area of the young American
nation and dedicated a new and wide
domain to American progress and
achievement The treaty whose com-

pletion we today commemorate was it
self a prophecy of our youthful nations
mighty growth and development At its
birth prophets in waiting joyously fore
told the happiness which Its future
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promised He who was the chief actor
for the United States in its negotia-
tion as he signed the perfected instru-
ment thus declared Its effect and far
reaching consequences-

The Instrument which we have Just
signed will cause no tears to be shed
